Tho London jVeios of tho 27tb of Jon- 
\uary,<Jii 1 he subject of tlie news of Liv- 
ingstono's death says: 

At the meeting of the Royal Geogra- 
phical Society, last night, entire di.-^bc- 
liof was expressed in tho present news by 
Sir Bartle ITrere. The cause of death as 
given is exceedingly likely, but tlio pro 
oeodings which are said to have FoIIowcmI 
that event aro iiio^t uiMly i iuprob;ibl('. 
Tha euibaliiuneiit of a di'ad Ijody is tihoiit 
the last thing that tlie Nassio boys or any 
African trilx; wonlil think of. Tlie,\ 
would simply dig a holo in the ground 
and uury it at once. They are, however, 
still further said to have piosorvod the 
body in salt. Now, apart from tho vnst 
weight of abody tliu« pi'Oserved, itself uii 
obstftclo to its being carried along tlic 
nai^ifow tracks of Gontnd Africa, it is 
^-jra thau doubtful wliethor salt wouUi 
preserve it in sueh a climate. Suit is, 
moreover,exceeding soaroe in that part 
of the world.nnd it would be impossible 
for a sudiciont quantity of that valuable 
condiment to be gatlioied for tlif purpo.si'; 
even wore tho iiativp.n willing to \un\;r 
what wore it Hiiggestoil, it would probably 
appear to thoiii tijbe a most u.-..olc3s wtisilc.

'The Montreal Star thinks that if the 
P«oplo of British Columbia believe tbpt 
bcCosinos was endeavouring to play into 
the haiiils of the Poipiiijuu Govornuient 
it is not snrprising tiioy should feel in- 
dignant. It adds: — 

■ It is pleasing to road that tho pro- 
ceedings wore orderly throughout. The

••mad-eap generosity." It considers the 
breach of ugroeinent committed not by 
tho present, but by tho lato Adminiatra- 
lion.

British Cohim 
l)ia cannot but see that the railway terms 
of union are impossible of aecomplisli- 
mont. niid mnsl suhnut to tliose ichich the 
countnj decin^ wine to suh.Uitntc for them— 
thus proving itself not only loyal to the 
Oominion, but alive to its own material 
lutereiita. 

On reeoiving the latest telosram, the 
^Yhig says; —

til approveil by them. The lUunand ih 
theoretically fair, but the juraiigeuient of 
the modiried terms might porliajis be bet 
ter loft to the two govern men ts to tet- 
tle." 

The Slierbrooko Gazette considers the 
Dominion Ministry have a problem of 
great ililliculty to solve. It remarkf: —

Foarful iRailway Accident 
iu £]ng;laiid. 

Disaster to the "Fastest Train In tho 
Wprld"-A Doublo Collision. 

Ono of tho most terriblo nccitlent.^ 
which has happened in tho long list of 
railway casualties' took place yestenlay 
on tho Great Wostorn Railway, nearWoat 

Drayton Station. The broad gauge ex- 
pr(>bs lioiu i'jsetor and the Wust of Eng- 
land, said to bo tho ipiicliest train in the 
world, ami popularly called tho Flying 
Dutchman, runs from Swiudou to Lou- 
don in an liour and thirty-seven minutes, 
without atopping. Itlaft Exeter at 10:1)0 
aud is duo in London at 1:45. Yesterday, 
when uoar Drayton btutiou, but just be- 
yonJ tho bridge which crosses the rail- 
way on tho London side, it came into vio- 
lent collision witli a broad-gauge goods 
train which was shuiiliiig in the foggy 
uaoruiug out of 'its way. Tho collision 
was frightful. Tha magnilioout efgitie 
uf the express was wrecked and many ol 
the carnages were thrown on tho down 
line, Bouo rolling down theembankmont, 
others mingled iu ino.vtriuablo confusion 
with the liiggige-waggoiis. A moment 
after tho accident, and Lieforo the signals 
could bo sot to bJock, tho '.i:15 fa.st train 
from Loudon, which does not stop be- 
tween London aud Reading, caiuo up at 
full pace, and dashed into tho wrecked 
train. Tiie engine of the 2;15 train waa 
almost destroyed, and aomo of the carri- 
ges were displaiicd, but, singularly 
anougli, none of the passengor.s seem lu 
have been hurt. In tlie E.veter eipreas, 
the gniirii's carriage was amaahod and tho 
guard killoil. 

No otiier death occurred, though it is 
said that a largo number of persons are 
seriously injured, and tho Mirchiouoss 
of Anglesy was reported in WestDrayton 
lo he lying in a dying slate at one of tlie 
Uotehi near the station. 'The seeiio of the 
iicchloiit, as one passeil over it near niul- 
uiglit, presented a strange scene of wierd 
activity and ruin. Alighting fiom a puiut 
just past West Drayton 'station, tlio paa- 
s«ngors saw a largo grouj) of persona 
waiting around a blazing tirff, in wliioh 
were traceable tho doors aiul timbers uf 
railway cai.-iages. A wulk along the 
inotalsf(jr some hundreds of yards to the 
train which was waiting at tho other end 
of the ruin gavo thom a vivid impression 
of the terrible nature of the accident. 
On ono side of tho lino was the huge 
!:r;;ail giUgc engine, lyiii^^ p.irLly on it;s 
side, and entirely destroyed; .stridcliing^ 
away hehiiid it woro the dehrin of car 
riago.s, and framework of tha break in 
w hich the guard had been killed. Bayoiul 
were the vast goods wagons, - soma nttor- 
ly wrecked, and the wheels and frame- 
work left, while huge fires of the broken 
wood flaslied on the eager faoon of the 
people. On tlio other sIlIo of the lino the 
engino of tho 2:15 train was lying, and 
ilown tlio ombankinent cnul.l bo dimly 
seen the botton of a railway carriage, witli 
wheels in tho air. Tho lino was j)lowed 
deeply; v«at masses of wood and iron 
were scattered over it; and in one ])lace 
a huge carriage had been crushed into so 
curious and chaotic amass that it was iui- 
poHsiblo to tell in the lireliglit whether it 
hail boloiigeil to tho Rooila-train or the 
pnssonger trsin. — London yews, Feb. 1th.

A Terrible Railway Accident. 

StkaTIIuoy (OiU.), iMarcli 1. — .-\friRlit- 
fal accident occurred lust night on tho 
Gro.it Wesloni K.iihvay three miles east 
ol Koniolia and .seventy miles west of 
LiOUiiui), by which severals lives wero 
lost, and many porsons-badly burned and 
injured. The lire broke out in thawaler- 
olosot of the car. Ellorts wero made to 
siibdiio the Uami'K, but without siioecss. 
Tho iiro eommunieated rapidly to th.i 
vvuolo car. 'The passengi rs l usliedto the 
hi nilor part of tho car, making i; impos- 
silile for oiiy oiu to get out of tho iloor. 
.Someescaped by tho windows, while a 
great many, unable to ascapo, wero burn- 
ed to a crisp. 'The bell-ropo was not 
attachoil to the engine, c(inse<[ ueiitly there 
wua uo way of stopping the train. It was 
running at the rate of thirty miles an 
hour, and ran about three miles before 
it was Htoppoil. Tho car was entirely 
burnetl like tinder. At present in it sup- 
posed that about ton persou woro burned 
to death anil about the Kama number in- 
jured, some very sericmsly. Among those 
iiijureil by jumping oil the train waa a 
laily nanieil Mr.s. Piirvias ami child from 
Petrolia; also a 1 idy and child fr-)iii .^ar- 
iiiu, besides others who cannot bo ri'cog- 
aized, »o batily aro they burned. Among 
thoso burned are Mr. MoGann anil W. 
II. Murray of Sirathroy, Mr-t. O.xlord of 
Loudon, Mr. Robinson of Walfurd, Mr. 
rtiuith of Toronto, ami several others 
vhosQ names were unknown. Of these 
It is saiil that MoGaun and Robinson 
oauuot live.
